he nave is » monument to Major Andre 
I Revolutionary note. The very long 
iisoviptioii upcu it begins,.'"Sacred to 
no memory of Mnjor John Andre, -who, 
aised by his merit, at an early period 
f life, to the rank of ndjutiuit goneral 
f the British forces, ia America, and 


3d iu an important but hazardous 


utorprise, fell s\ sacrifice to lii«7.eal for 
jis king and opiumy, pu tho 2d of Oo 
ober, 1780; aged 3d, universally beloved 
nd esteemed by tho uimy in which he 
crved and lamented even by his foe;;, " 


About the base of. tho monument, 


vhich is u panel, set against tho wall, 
are several small figures. These projf t 
roin the,pauel, and represent the presi'n- 
atiou of Major Andro'n letter to On- 
oral Washington on the night before his 
execution. Tho ease with which the 
ieadH of these figures could bo broken 
off has b<wu too great a temptation to 
relic hunters, and most of the heads 
have been knocked off and stolen. That 
snob, vandalism is not wholly modern is 
shown from the fact that Charier1 Lamb 
writes of tho defacing of this verj. mon- 
ument in this way iu his "Essays of 
Eliu." Sotithey, tho poet, when a boy, 
was n pupil at the Westminster snhool. 
Later in life he was exceedingly uwisi- 
tive in regard to his political princi- 
ples, and fora time n, serious 
• quarrel 


existed between himself and Lamb, be-, 
ranse tho latter, speaking iu I'ogarr! to 
this injury to Andre's, monument, de- 
scribed it as tho "wanton mischief of 
EOino schoolboy, ilrecl perhaps with 
raw notions of -tvausutlantic freedom." 
Then, addressing Southsy, ho lulclocl, 
"The mischief wsis dono about the time 
that you were ft scholar tlierc. Do yon 
l;now anything about tho unfortunate 
rolic?" 
There is.now fastened upon the wall 


of the nave, nhovo tho monument, a 
wreath of oak leaves which Deau Stan- 
ley, when he visited America, gathered 
near tho spot on tho bank of tho Hudson 
river where Andro was executed. Al- 
though Andre died'in 1780, it was not 
until 1831 that, at the request of tho 
Duke of York, his bonos were eshumed 
and token to England to bo buried in 
tho abbey. Tho box in which they wore 
placed for the voyagu is still preserved 
iu tho oratory over St. Islip's chape.!, 
where tho wax figures aro kept.—Mas 
Bennett Thrasher in Bt Nicholas.

victims of illusions than other animals, 
their stupkliry about their eggs being 
quito remiu-kuble.

j chiefs. Bub many quadrupeds are not 
' only deceived for tho moment by rcflao-' 


tions, shadows and Each unrealities,'but 
often scorn victims to illusions largely 
developed by tbo imagination. 


The horsa, for instance, ia ono of the 


bravest of animals \yhen face to face 
with dangers which it can understand, 
such as the charge of. an elephant or a 
wild boar at bay. Yet the courageous 
nnd devoted horse, so steadfast against 
tho dangers ho knows, is a prey to a 
hundred terrors of the imagination, due 
to illusions, mainly those of sight, for 
shying, the minor effect of these illu- 
sions, and'"bolting," in which panic 
gains complete possession of his sotil, 
are caused, as a rule, by mistakes as to 
what the horse sees, and not by misin- 
terpretation of what he hears. It is no- 
ticed, for instance, that many horses 
which shy usually start away from ob- 
jects on one side more frequently than 
rom objects on the other. This is prob- 
>bly due to defects in tho vision of one 
or other eye. 
In' nearly all cases of shying the horse 


takes fright at some unfamiliar object, 
ihongh this is commonly quite harm- 
less, such as a wheelbarrow upside 
down, a freshly felled log or a piece of 
paper rolling before the wind. This in- 
itantly becomes an illusion, is inter- 
preted as something else, and it ia a cu- 
?ious question in equine neuropathy to 
know what it is that the horse figures 
these harmless objects to bo.
